which to take a complete rest 

Judge E. C. Kontzg, author of the res- 
olution, and Daniel W. Green, favored 
the resolution. Those opposing it were 
Chairman E, M. Mitchell, Mayor Court- 
land S. Winn, Steve R. Johnston, Wal- 
ter Rich, E. V. Carter, George Hope, 
Mr. Stamps and Mr. Morgan. 

Mr. Johnston introduced the original 
resolution, giving .the superintendent 
the power of nominating teachers last 
May. He and Mayor Winn led a vigor- 
ous fight to defeat the resolution of 
Judge Kontz, which would place tle 
power of naming the teachers back 
with the board. 

In announcing his position, Judge 
Kontz stated that such power vested 
the superintendent went out of

SCHOOL CHILDREN 
- NOT VACCINATED 


Charge Made 
Against Doctors. 


Serious 


Superintendent Slaton Tells 
Education Board That Some 
Doctors Have Connived to 
Evade Law---Strict Investiga- 
tion to be Made. 


There are a large number of children 
in the public schools of Atlanta who 
have néver been vaccinated, despite the 
i\fact that certificates from their family 
| physicians on file in the superintend- 
jent’s office state that they have fully 


and successfully complied with this old, 


rule, 

This startling revelation came out 
fat the meeting of the board of educa- 
‘tion yesterday afternoon, and its source 
'was Superintendent William M. Slaton. 
Mayor Winn quickly urged a strict and 
rigid application of the  vaecination 
frule, and the board adopted a resolu- 
tion to that effect. 

Every boy and girl before admission 
into the public schools must present .a 
certificate from a physician showing 
that he or she has been successfully 
vaccinated. Dr. R. G. Stephens, the 
medical inspector, in his latest report 
to the superintendent declares that in 
almost every school he finds a number 
of children who have not been so pro- 
tected against smallpox. 

Mr. Slaton stated that: all of these 
children presented certificates show- 
ing that they have -been. vaccinated. 
and that the certificates are on file tn 
his office, bearing the names of the 
physicians involved. He declared that 
cases had come to his knowledge ‘where 
doctors had been “instructed” by pa- 
rents of the pupile in making out the 
certificates. 

As a result of a resolution offered by 
Judge FEF. C. Kontz, the doctors whose 
names are signed to these alleged false 
certificates will be asked for an expla- 
nation, while the children who have not 
been vaccinated will be required to un- 
dergo “scratching” within five days or 
be expelled. 

As an instance of the schools where 
children were without vaccination, the 
Luckie street school was named. In 
this particular school the report of the 
medical inspector showed that thirty- 
six puplls had not been vaccinated. 

The matter of revising the present 
rule about certificates, so that no pupil 
can enter a school without having 
actually been vaccinated, was referred 
to the teachers’ committee.

in Naples. 


Naples, March 23.—Miss Cornelia 
Meserole, of New York, who arrived 
here a month ago with her parents, 
in the hope that the climate. wouid 
be benefictal to her health, threw her- 
self from the balcony of the Grand 
hotel today and received injuries which 
caused her death. 

Little is known here of the Meser- 
oles. The hotel register G¢ontains the 
record of their arrival as Alfred Van- 
derbilt Meserole and Cornelia Pelhe- 
mus Meserole and daughter. The three 
lunched together today, and during 
the course of the meal, the daughter, 
saying that she wished to go to her 
room, left her parents. There was ap- 
parently nothing to lead them to sus- 
pect the young woman contemplated 
self-destruction. 

Miss Meserole, on reaching her room 
on the third floor, went at once to the 
balcony and cast herself over, falling 
with great force. Employees of the 
hotel and passers-by rushed to her 
Resistance, and she was hurriedly re- 
moved to a hospital, where she soon 
expired. Miss Meserole was about 
years old.

U.S. Judge NoyesRefuses 
to Quash Indictment. 


Patten, Scales, Hayne, Brown 
and Thompson Are to Be 
Tried for Conspiracy to Re- 
strain Trade by Cornering 
the Cotton Market.

Judge Noyes ruled that the corner- 
ing of a commodity in the market 
does not constitute a violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law, unless it can 
be shown that the direct effect of the 
so-called corner would be to restrain 
or obstruct Interstate traffic. This 
result would be remote, in the present 
case, the court ruled, as the effect of 
the ‘‘corner’’ was to stimulate traf- 
fic and raise prices, although abnor- 
mally.

Baker's decision for a period of two 
weeks and then, hearing nothing from 
him, they took the matter up with the 
firemen’s general committee on Febru- 
ary 3, 1911, at which time Mr. Baker 
stated that it was his intention to 
give negro firemen rights over white 
firemen, as he was oldest in the serv- 
ice of the company and he considered 
the negro firemen the equal of the 
white firemen in. merit and ability and 
some were better than the white fire- 
men.” 

Appealed to President Finley, 

The decision of Mr. Baker being 
sustained by T. ©. Powell, vice presi- 
dent of the company, the firemen ap- 
pealed the matter to President W. W. 
Finley, who sustained the ruling of 
his subordinate officials.

“Obtaining no redress by these ap- 
peals, the committee then voted the

The London Daily Mail vigorously criticises. Lord Herbert 
Gladstone for having “outraged the sentiment of both the British 
and the Dutch in South Africa in reprieving a native sentenced to 
death for an assault on a white woman in Rhodesia.” 

The white residents of South Africa find themselves confront- 
ed with much the same racial problem that has long menaced the 
south. 

It is not quite so serious, for in South Africa the Kaffir is held 
down with an iron hand. 

But the dangers involved in the close contact of white and 
black in an unsettled country are risked by British and Dutch resi- 
dents. The white man fears to leave his family to the uncertain 
protection of his Kaffir servants, and when a crime is committed, 
punishment swift and certain is demanded as a measuré of self- 
preservation. 

The negro whose death sentence was commuted to life impris- 
enment by Lord Gladstone was duly tried and convicted, the inter- 
ference of the premier being based on the ground that the verdict 
was possibly excessive.

Commenting upon the resolutions, The London Mail says: 


We in this country often condemn the American habit of lynching negroes 
who have assaulted white women. The excuse of Americans is that the law is 
slow and uncertain. In the British dominions it is swift and sure. Lord 
Gladstone has taken away that security which has hitherto alldwed the law 
to follow its course. If he is so unwise as to perpetuate tbis error, the result 
will be that the people in South Africa will follow the example of America, and 
lynching will take the place of the law. 


A few years ago this declaration by a prominent London jour- 
nal predicting lynchings would have been termed revolutionary. 

The Briton in South Africa is going to protect his family just 
as jealously as the southern planter in the United States. He 
would be less than a man if he did otherwise. He is going to 
protect them by law, if possible, but he is going to protect them. 

Commenting upon the assault case at Umtali, a prominent 
Dutch woman, sister of General Botha, is quoted by The Mail 
as follows: 7 . 


“If this man is not dealt with with the full severity of the law the women 
of South Africa will tremble in fear of the consequences. 

“Such crimes are much more common in the South African states than the 
English public knows. Often, for various reasons, they are hushed up. I have 
often heard strangers to South Africa express wonderment at the rigor of 
our authority over the blacks. They do not realize that if white men with 
their women are to live in a black country they can do so only as masters. 

“To understand the menace with which every woman in South Africa is 
confronted, it is necessary that you should be a South African. Perhaps, too, 
to understand fully you must be a woman.” 


The statement has a familiar ring to southern ears. Its appeal 
is as broad as humanity—for human nature is the same in all ages 
and in all countries.

Seven members of the park board 
have indicated their willitgness to 
abolish the zoo, and Manager Dan 
Carey says that unless steps are taken 
to- improve the zoo, « would: be better 
to do away with it. 

But many people feel that it would 
be much better for the city to give the 
necessary amount of money with which 
to build up the most attractive feature 
of the park; and W. C. Puckett, chair- 
man of the zoo committee of the park 
board, will.introduce a resolution at 
the next board meeting urging the ap- 
propriation of the necessary funds.

In the larger cities, particularly in 
New York, the zoo is one of the main 
features of the city, and thousands and 
thousands of dollars are appropriated 
annually for its maintenance. The 
Bronx 200 receives $250,000 every year 
just for its maintenatice. There are 
over 5,000 specimens in the zoo, gath- 
ered from all parts of the world, and 


its educational. as well as entertaining’ 


qualities make it a most destfrable ad- 
junct of the city. 

“For $10,000 the Atlanta zoo could 
be put into excellent condition,” says 
Manager Carey. “The city has not ap- 
propriated anything toward the pur- 
chasing of animals in three years, and 
in that time death has much depleted 
the £oo. 

“The increased number of animals 
would not call for any greater ex- 
penditure for their keeping than is 
now spent for the few already at the 
park, and the zoo certainly needs to 
be improved or else abolished.”

SCREEN ORDINANCE : 


NOT TOO SWEEPING 


a 


All Right Without Amend- 
ments, Says Health Of- 
ficer Kennedy. » 


“That fly-screen ordinance should go 
back to council just as it was Intro- 
duced fast Monday,” stated the health 
officer, Dr. J. P. Kennedy, yesterday 
morning. “I do not think the ordi- 
nance is too sweeping nor too strin- 


gent. 

“It requires both wholesale and re- 
tail stores in which foodstuffs are 
sold to be kept screened during the 
summer months in order that germ- 
breeding flies shall not swarm over 
the food our people eat and poison it 
with filth and germs. The ordinance 
also requires that wagons peddling 
fritit and vegetables shall be screened 
and this is a most wise provision, for 
the wagons are uncovered and during 
the summer it is a common thing tosée 
flies mingling their filth with that 
which comes from the dust of the 
streets. I do not believe in placing any 
hardship on anybody, but where there 
is a question of health to be consid- 
ered I belleve all other matters should 
give way.” 

Dr. Kennedy says that it is now a 
scientific fact that flies do more to 
create sickness and spread disease dur- 
ing the summer time than any other 
known cause. The city, he says, can 
force the people to keep their back 
yards clean, can fumigate, infected 
premises, can sweep streets and flush 
sewers, and in these ways do a great 
deal toward creating healthful condi- 
tions, but if the house-fly is allowed 
to poison the food that is eaten, sick- 
ness will continue. 

Dr. Kennedy says hé will urge the 
board of health not to change the fly- 
screen ordinance one iota. He says 
thew~ordinance has not been loaded 
down with amendments. 

It seems very probable that the or- 
dinance will be adopted by council and 
it is not improbable that the position 
taken by Dr. Kennedy will-be indors- 
ed by the board of health and that the 
ordinance will go to council without 
any changes.

NEW CUSTOMS RULING | 
APPROVED BY M’VEAGH 


Washington, March 
MacVeagh has approved a new cus-| 


toms ruling which the treasury depart- | 


ment expects will do much to reduce 
the troubles of returning tourists from | 
Europe and minimize attempts to 
smuggle personal belongings into the 
port of New York. 

Under the law each American return- 
ing from abroad is entitled to bring in 
free $100 worth of personal belong- 
ings. The customs rulings hitherto 
have bee nsusceptible of elastic in- 
terpretation and many troublesome in- 
cidents have arisen. The new ruling 
makes specific announcement of what 
articles a returning American may 
bring in free to the value of ‘$100, as 
follows: 

“Clothing, toilet articles, jewelry, 
personal ornaments, cameras, fishing 
tackle, golf sticks, guns, musical in- 
struments, steamer rugs, toys, shawls, 
valises and trunks.” 

These things will be considered du- 
tiable: Househould goods, books, pic- 
tures, tableware, table and bed linen 
and similar articles unless used by the 
owner a year abroad. Goods in the 
piece will have to pay duty, as will 
presents for other persons or articles 
of any nature for sale. 

Of so-called expatriated Americans, 
proof will be required that they have 
abandoned their homes in the United 
States and taken hona fide residences 
abroad. Non-residents of the United 
States, however, may bring impersonal 
effects for their own use, comfort or 
convenience or articles of adornment 
without limit of value, under the usual 
regulations.

This is the season of the year when 
people are considering the purchase of 
eges for hatching. Many thousand 

‘dollars’ worth of hatching eggs are 
sold annually in this country. In fact, 
it has grown to such an extent that it 
is @ business in itself Buying eggs 
for hatching is probably the cheapest 
start a beginner can“ get, but care 
must be exercised in the purchase. If 
you are willing to pay what eggs are 
worth from good stock, do so, but do 
not get a lot of cheap stock just be- 
Cause it is cheap. You had better have 
nont. Buy the best your pocketbook 
will stand, as even the high-priced 
€Ge8 are sometimes disappointing. 

n buying eggs you must not expect 
too much. If you get five healthy 
chicks you should not complain. Of 
course, they should and usually do 
hatch much better than that, but even 
when you get that many, you will get 
your money's worth. They will hatch 
just as well when shipped as they do 
at home, when properly packed. If for 
any reason the eggs you purchase fail 
to hatch well, do not be guilty of writ- 
ing the breeder an insulting letter, as 
is the custom with some buyers. I 
think that 90 per cent of the poultry 
breeders—those who have been in the 
business from four to ten years and 
understand the requirements and re- 
sponsibilities of such a business want 
to be honest and please their custom- 
ers, and it is not at all encouraging 
to have some one score you for some- 
thing over which you have no control 
whatever. If you fail to get a good 
hatch, say less than half the number 
of e@gs sent. write him or her and 
tell it in a civil way. They will be 
glad to make it right with you. Deal 
with the other fellow as you would 
have him deal with you. 

A case in point: Last season Il 
shipped a setting of eggs 300 miles to 
a novice. A few days after, had a let- 
ter that the eggs were received all 
right, not one broken, but they did 
not want the eggs, as they were not 
good—they had unwrapped and shaken 
the eggs ,and they rattled and they did 
not want them. Please send money 
back. The money was returned to the 
purchaser, and the eg@s Were returned. 
On unpacking them, found six broken; 
the seven remaining were sét under a 
good masterly hen, and in due time 
four of those seven eggs hatched, and 
the chicks are alive and now laying. 
They happened to be all pullets. Now, 
here is a case where eggs were ship- | 
ped 600 miles and well shaken—and 
hatched. 

Other cases just as ludicrous can be 

cited, but this one will suffice. Mating 
u pen it not simply the penning up 
dg a male and some females. When 
your mate your pens, mate wtih some 
“object in view. Make some jmprove- 
ment over last year. Mate to over- 
come these defects and thus improve 
vour stock from year to year. If your 
females are weak in combs, be sure 
vour male bird is very strong in this 
point. If vour male is weak tn leg 
color, Or any other section, have your 
females decidedly strong in this re- 
@ard, so as to have the offspring 
much improved by so mating. Mate 
with the object of improving your 
birds. Improvement is what we are 
after. Do not be satisfied with pres- 
ent success. Press forward. Be sure 
your stock is sound and healthy. Never 
breed from a delicate, sickly fowl. 
You do not want any consumptives in 
the breeding yard. Ve very sure your 
fowls are strong and healthy. Make 
gure their parents were healthy and 
they are good individuals correctly 
bred. Aim for the best and be satis- 
fied with nothing short of it. 
your fowls, make them your partners 
and friends and they will show you 

their appreciation by returning you a

They are of large size, easily kept, re- 
quiring no water to swim in; and lay 
well, and as noisy as a guinea hen.
